T^|R. Halifa^c calling here in his return home from 
\_J Aleppo, I had the. honour of his acquainiance. 
Among other things, he told me he was to fcarch for 
an Infcription in the Language of the Palmereni menti- 
oned by Dr. Spon in his Mifellanea Fol p. 3 . and defi. 
red my AfTiftance, which I readily offer'd him ; but 
Dr. Spon faying only that it was in Rome, we were to 
feek, and the Weather being very bad (it being Winter) 
our enquiry was fruitlefs. At his departure lie enjoyn'd 
me to find it out if I could. Hearing Sig^- Fahretti 
Canon of St. Peters was publiiliing a Book of Old In- 
fcriptions, I waited upon him, and by him was fully 
inform'd to my purpofe. He lent me alfo a Draught 
of it, and faid no Perfon elfe had had it to Copy but 
one Grodeick of Dantzig. I was w^eli pleas'd with tht 
information, and Paper ! had got, but not fati&fied tUl 
I had compared it with the Original. ! went as I was 

L 1 1 1 direclJlcd 
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direded to the Finea Cefarmi about a Mile without the 
Tor to del Popolo. But notwithftanding ai! my pains 
could noc find it ; Iboie days after, upon a fecond 
learch I found it, and upon comparing Signior Fahrettis 
Copy found it not exadl; wherefore i took a wee Paper, 
and having firft cleared the Letters with a Bodkin, laid 
it on the CharattejSj and prefilng it with my Hand- 
kerchief took it oft very fair, then letting k dry went 
over it with my Pen. I fend you the very Paper as you 
wiil perceive by the reverfe ; and if it prove ufeful to 
you^ I am very glad. On the top of the Cypreis which 
is upon one ot the fides of the Marble, there is a Label 
fcr an Infcription, iho* nothing upon it ,• and juil below 
it on tlie I'it fide, part of a Boy appears cut of the 
Tree with a Lamb upon his Shoulders, which is omit- 
ted in Dr. Spon: And by the difference you'lfee betwixt 
this that I (end, and that in Dr. Spon, from Gruter ; 
you will perceive the latter taken rather by Imitation 
than by Stamp, and fb lefs*(Jertain ; or elfe how much it 
has fuffer'd by Tranfaiptions. It (the Stone) appeared 
to me to have remain'd unmolefted for fome time, be- 
caufe from the Ground, the Inicription was overrun 
With Ivy, the Wood of which had crept into the Let^ 
ters, and over the Gryphons and Figures above it. — 
This Vineyard belongs' to Duke Cefarlni lying on the 
Mq of a Hill, in which there were fevcral Grotto's, 
zx\6. Figures of Saints placed. Before the Prasmium for 
vifiting of the Seven Churches was eflablifh'd, this 
place v>^as much frequented by People for their diver- 
£on, and devotions in the Evenings. And to entertain 
the Learned, and for Ornament of the place ; many 
Old Infcriptions in Marble were brought and fixt \\ttt>^ 
and this amongft others.

A whole Town of 'em with Streets, they joyning like 
Houfes one to another, each having their Cokmharia. 
Qll^ ojfaria 5 with Paintings, Infcriptions in Latin and 
the Old Etrujcan Language and Charaders, which was 
taken by him and cut in Brais. — ^ Seignior Fahretti 
told me he had at leaf! Fifty large Infcriptions 10 that 
Language lent him from feverai places in tufcany, and 
gave me, two, one in the Etrufcan Charadters, the o- 
iher Roman^ and withal (aid, that he de%n'd to leave 
them out of the Book he was publifbing , becaufe he 
mufl be forcd to have them done in Brafs, or have 
Charaders cut on purpofe, which was too chargeable, 
and the words were unintelligible. 

On the backfide of the Infcription, I (end you another 
Infcription on an Old Urn in the Etrufcan Language the 
Charader feems to be not much unlike the RunkL
